Origin: This territory was first granted by the Masonian Proprietors in 1749. It may have been named for Sir 
Charles Middleton, Lord Barham, an admiral of the Navy who had served in the West Indies. Middleton was 
situated on the road between Exeter and Wolfeboro, the location of Governor John Wentworth's summer home, 
Kingswood. Neglect of the road caused the Governor to bill the proprietors for repairs that he had to make for safe 
travel to Kingswood. In 1785, residents of the northern portion of Middleton and part of Wolfeboro petitioned for a 
separately incorporated town. The first petition was at first denied, but then was granted in 1794 as Brookfield. 


Villages and Place Names: Middleton Corners 
Population, Year of the First Census Taken: 617 residents in 1790 


Population Trends: Population change for Middleton totaled 1,190 over 50 years, from 255 in 1950 to 1,445 in 
2000. The largest decennial percent change was a 71 percent increase between 1970 and 1980, which was 
followed by a 66 percent increase between 1980 and 1990. The 2005 Census estimate for Middleton was 1,689 
residents, which ranked 152nd among New Hampshire's incorporated cities and towns. 


Population Density, 2005: 93.5 persons per square mile of land area. Middleton contains 18.1 square miles of 
land area and 0.4 square miles of inland water area.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Community of Middleton: 


As stated in last year’s report, the new bookkeeping and accounting system is 
functioning, although not fully operational. Training has been underway, and we 
hope to be fully acquainted with the system shortly. Included in this is our town 
administrator. This system will keep him abreast of all expenditures and make 
the departments more responsible to their individual budgets. 


This past year the town has taken over Adam’s Way. This subdivision was done 
to the town ordinances and should be a model for future subdivisions. Kudos to 
the Planning Board! Energy Management Director Joe Curtin has been 
extremely busy this year with the rains that occurred in May, prompting Governor 
Lynch to proclaim the consequence “a 100-year flood”. Middleton had over 15+ 
inches of rain in a very short period of time. Our highway crew was ready, as 
usual, and did a wonderful job making sure that the streets were passable in a 
short time. A grant was received from FEMA to cover most of the damage. 
There was some minor damage to the dam at Sunrise Lake, and this will be 
taken care of soon. Also, EMD, Joe Curtin, and key personnel had training in 
disaster situations and medical pandemic training. 


Eagle Scout Darrell Smith did a great job building the carport for the Police 
Department. It can now house the cruisers during bad weather. Many thanks go 
to Darrell on this successful project that did not cost the town any money. 


The Fire Department received their new rescue truck, and it is a beauty! The 
money for this vehicle, all but $5,500, was received from a grant in the amount of 
$110,000. 


Middleton Building Supply, the town’s largest employer, applied for a grant from 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG). Dennis McCann from Strafford 
County Building Development worked with General Manager Marcy Perry and 
the town to obtain the grant, making their operation more efficient. It also created 
more jobs. 


The town also applied for a pre-disaster mitigation grant but was not successful. 
As you will see in this year’s budget, we are asking for funds to develop an 
engineering study for the Nicola Road area problem. However, we are back on 
the grant trail for this, as we were very high up before being eliminated. 


As you know, we no longer contract with MRI for the town administrator work and 
have hired our own part-time administrator. Paul J. Skowron comes with a very 
good background, as he recently retired from Wolfeboro in that same position. 
He has worked with us this past year and has become an asset to our team. He 
has a Master's degree in Public Administration. 
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The Selectmen hired an engineering company to work with the departments on 
drawings for a new highway garage and salt shed. There were drawings done 
on the Public Safety Building also. A bond warrant will be placed on the ballot for 
your consideration. 


Building Code Officer, Arthur Cappelo, has now become certified and is 
continuing his training to become more proficient. 


The town has hired a part-time assessing clerk, resulting in lower costs with our 
assessing company. She is familiar with the Avitar System, as she is the clerk 
for Brookfield. 


In the Tanglewood area of town, Joe Curtin and Kate Buzard have made great 
strides in making this a conservation area for the town. The town owns most of 
the lots. 


The Selectmen want to thank Tink Nelson for the picnic tables he donated to the 
Town Beach. 


The town went through a very stringent safety check from the Department of 
Labor and was given 30 days to correct all violations. | can assure you that we 
made all of the corrections and passed their inspection. 


The Planning Board has hired Clay Mitchell as a planning consultant to help 
them bring the Master Plan up-to-date so that we can move forward to do a 
Capital Improvement Plan. Also there was a change in the Kings Highway area 
between Middleton Building Supply and just above the Highway Garage, making 
this area residential/commercial. The Town also passed five (5) one-acre 
building lots. 


The Selectmen wish to thank the many men and women who contribute their 
time and expertise on all the committees, boards, commissions, etc. Their many 
house of service are so vital to the town. With this we hope to see you at Town 
Meeting.

As soon as the fax line in the Town Clerk/Tax Collector's office is 
reactivated, you will be able to use debit cards for any and all transactions. This 
does not cost the town anything. There is, however, a fee of $2.50 for each 
transaction. Also | have been working with the Department of Motor Vehicles in 
Concord to allow on-line motor vehicle renewals for all residents in good 
standing. This should be in place this spring. Again there will be a transaction 
fee of $2.50, and the Town will not lose any revenues. As you can see, the 
Municipal Agent fee for issuing plates and decals was over $6,500 for the Year 
2006. 


A quick reminder--it is time to license your dogs. All dogs must be licensed by 
April 30, 2007.

The year ending December 31, 2006, saw a definite decrease in town 
construction. In 2005 there were a total of 92 permits issued, as compared to 
2006 with only about 64 permits issued. Although the number of permits issued 
did decline, the amount of inspections did not. 


| anticipate that in 2007 there will be at least as many permits issued as in 2006. 
This would appear likely since toward the end of 2006, there were signs of 
increased development activity, including numerous inquires into the Adams Way 
subdivision created in or about 2005 


The Town received $14,375 from fees and occupancy permits. This amount 
more than covered the Code Enforcement Department expenses for the year, 
which was reported at $9,837 on the December 31 Budget Expenditure 
Statement. 


Professional advancement was an important goal during 2006. During the past 
year, | attended code training sessions on a monthly basis. The International 
Council Code (ICC), which sponsors these training sessions, is recognized as 
one of the few worldwide certification and training organizations for municipal 
code enforcement officials. Also during the past year, | became fully certified and 
licensed by the ICC as a Residential Building Inspector. | continue to maintain 
my Home Improvement License and General Contractors License. All this was 
done at little or no expense to the Town. 


During-2006, a great deal of interdepartmental work was required with the Police 
Department and Office of Emergency Management. As Health Officer, | have 
taken part in several pandemic planning meetings as well as participated in the 
updating of the Town of Middleton emergency procedures. Also, as Health 
Officer, | worked in conjunction with the Police Department in helping a Middleton 
resident obtain the services needed to remove him from a life threatening 
situation. —

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Middleton Conservation Commission is a three-member volunteer board, 
which meets on the first Wednesday of each month at 3 PM in the Municipal 
Building. The meetings are open to the public. All are welcome at these meetings 
and involvement is encouraged. 


This year we reviewed and commented on many Dredge and Fill, Shoreland, and 
Wetland permits, as well as, answered inquiries ranging from iron bacteria, which 
is often found along the Sunrise Lake shores, to tree cutting. We continue to 
work on Tanglewood, and would like to take this opportunity to thank Rick and 
his crew for the fantastic job they did in rehabilitating the trail and the bridges 
there. We finally received the signs that will mark the borders of the Adams Way 
Conservation Easement and hope to put them in place before “black fly” season. 


Sunrise Lake milfoil was treated on June 5, 2006, and a post treatment 

inspection was conducted on July 6". No milfoil was observed within the 
treatment areas; however, a small patch was observed outside the treatment 

area. Another treatment may be required within the next 2-3 years, but the state 
is changing its approach to treating lakes. It seems to be placing an emphasis 

on new infestations and prevention plans while those with current infestations will - 
have to develop a long-term management plan. 


We would like to thank Warren Bartlett who deserves praise for both starting our 
awareness and treatment of milfoil and also for his involvement in the Volunteer 
Lake Association Program which tests the lake water quality annually. Thanks — 
are due, as well, to Charlotte Chick and Bill Griffin, both resigned from the Board. 
We thank them for their public service.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Highway Department had an extremely busy year due to the Mother's Day Flood and 
trying to continue our routine maintenance. The Town suffered substantial damage to 24 of 
its 38 maintained roads. The majority of the repair work was done in-house with the 
exception of private contractors which assisted just after the storm completing temporary 
repairs to make the roads passable. We initially hired an excavator with an operator to 
begin our necessary re-ditching until a rental unit was available. We then rented a rubber- 
tired Mobile Excavator and completed all ditch work. We replaced approximately 300 lineal 
feet of various size Culverts to include the large diameter culverts on Lakeshore Drive and 
Pleasant Valley Road. There was a total of 22 weeks repairing ditches and culverts due to 
the flood. Numerous lines of the operating budget was depleted but reimbursed through 
FEMA in the amount of $91,120. Hazard mitigation was also approved through FEMA 
which has allowed us to increase culvert diameters in hopes of preventing future failures. 


In 2006 the Highway Department was also given the responsibility of public buildings, parks, 
and beaches. We disassembled and removed all failing playground equipment, leveled 
playing area with new clean material and will be installing new playground equipment in the 
spring of 2007. We also cleaned up the public beach area, added new sand and re-graded 
the parking area with crushed gravel. We would like to continue work at the beach in 2007 
removing some trees and re-grade the boat launch area once all necessary permits are in 
place. The Department also assisted the conservation commission with the Tanglewood 
project. 


We continued our routine maintenance as time allowed, gravel road grading, roadside 
mowing, patching potholes, sign maintenance and brush cutting. All needed winter sand 
was screened and stockpiled at the town garage. All of our equipment is maintained and in 
working order for the upcoming winter. 


In closing | would like to thank my crew for another successful year, Robert Page, Dale 
Glidden, and our two part-time employees, Pete Masse and Scott Pike. | would also like to 
thank the following for the assistance with the flood:

Our calls for service increased 21% over the 
previous year. Also the department handled several major felony cases resulting 
in twelve indictments handed down by the Strafford County Grand Jury. These 
investigations involved many man-hours and required the dedication and 
professionalism of our police department.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


There were three single-lot (one lot into two) subdivisions during 2006, one lot 
merger, and two Shoreland Permits granted. More importantly, Middleton 
residents took some important steps this year toward shaping how the Town will 
grow and look in the future. 


As voters will recall, an Interim Growth Ordinance was voted in at a Special Town 
Meeting in September 2005 in response to an unusually high rate of growth. This 
one-year limit on major subdivisions allowed the Planning Board to focus on 
updating Zoning Ordinances and the 1982 Master Plan. 


The Board started by conducting a community survey in late 2005 with follow-up 
public discussion sessions in 2006. The survey revealed several consensus 
views among residents and landowners: 


e adesire to keep Middleton as a small, primarily rural town 


e interest in diversifying the tax base by encouraging more businesses in 
the Commercial Zone 


e the creation of a traditional “Town Center”-- ideally with a country store. 


In response, the Planning Board proposed a slate of changes to our zoning, all of 
which were overwhelmingly approved by voters at a Special Town Meeting in 
September 2006 (timed to match the end of the Interim Growth Ordinance). The 
changes included expansion of the existing Commercial/Light Industrial zone 
(around Middleton Lumber and Diprizios) to allow for business growth; the 
creation of the “Middleton Four Corners Zone” around Old Town Hall area along 
Kings Highway in which smaller lots are allowed and small business is 
encouraged; a new five-acre minimum in the Rural Residential and Sunrise Lake 
zones; and provisions for optional Conservation Subdivisions that may allow 
developers to build more units on a lot in exchange for following certain 
parameters that protect the rural nature of the community. 


We have also made significant progress on the updated Master Plan, and in 
spring 2007 will be releasing a draft for public comment. The Master Plan is an 
important document that should capture the vision residents have for our 
community, while outlining some priorities and strategies for making that vision a 
reality. The Planning Board will be working with the Selectmen to craft a Capital 
Improvement Plan that will be part of the Master Plan.

Regulations, including maps, is available online at www.nhplanning.com, as well 
as at the municipal building.

The Town of Middleton and the Northern Strafford County Health and Safety Council 
(NSCHSC) celebrated its third year of public health partnership in 2006. 


Middleton Emergency Management Director, Mr. Joe Curtin, joined the organization in 
June, replacing former Emergency Management Director, Mr. Lou Vita. The NSCHSC 
is very appreciative of Mr. Vita’s service and commitment to the organization from its 
inception. We are also grateful for the appointment of Mr. Curtin. He brings a new 
perspective and energy to the Board that helped challenge and grow NSCHSC. He is 
a wonderful asset. The organization looks forward to strengthening our working 
relationship with Mr. Curtin and other residents of Middleton in 2007. 


2006 was a busy year for the organization in the areas of planning and programs. In 
January, the organization completed a strategic planning process which formalized 
Our mission, vision and objectives of the organization. Our new mission: To improve 
and protect the public health and well being of residents in the region through the 
facilitation of diverse organizations, institutions, and community residents that 
collaborate in the enhancement of clinical and community based systems. The 
following is a summary of 2006 programs: 


Emergency Preparedness and Planning: 


e Awarded $88,000 Homeland Security Grant for Local Emergency Operation Plan 
workshops and regional table top exercise. Middleton officials from Fire, Police, 
School, and Administrative offices participated in a planning workshop and the 
table top exercise. All Middleton overtime and resources used for the training were 
reimbursable under the grant. 


e Awarded $11,000 to draft Cities Readiness Initiative Plan for region. Money will 
develop mass vaccination plan which will assist Middleton residents should a 
disaster occur that requires broad vaccination or prophylaxis distribution. 


e Coordinated Regional All Health Hazard Planning Committee and Subcommittees 
to develop regional public health response plan for avian flu pandemic and other 
public health emergencies. Awarded $26,000 Pandemic Planning grant for 
regional work. Middleton is an active participant in this process. 


e Awarded $15,000 Citizen Corps Grant to develop regional Northern Strafford 
County Regional Citizens Reserve Corps. Middleton residents are encouraged to 
contact the NSCHSC at 335-0168 to become a trained volunteer. 


e Developed and distributed 18,000 pocket guides and flyers for emergency 
preparedness. Over 2,000 guides were distributed to town hall, library, and police 
and fire stations. 
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Completed and distributed Emergency Preparedness Resource guide to local 
emergency responders and officials. 


Provided National Incident Management (NIMS) training to region. 


Increased working relationships among home health, Community Health Center, 
mental health, and education communities for emergency planning. 


Public Health Programs: 


Funded revised social services guide for Strafford County (10,000 copies). 


Conducted area health assessment and sponsored data summit to examine health 
of region. Data resource book was distributed to area agencies. Awarded $6,000 
from United Way of the Greater Seacoast and Frisbie Memorial Hospital for 
development and distribution. 


Began Lead Action Coalition to examine lead level SEE in the region and the 
public health risk for children. 


Planning and Priority Setting for Health Improvement: 


Conducted strategic planning in January to develop mission, vision, objectives. 


Municipal and Health Provider partners signed a Memorandum Of Understanding 
for coordinated planning which included shared goals of local government, health 
care and NSCHSC. 


Awarded $75,000 for ongoing support of NSCHSC. 


NSCHSC looks forward to our continued partnership with Middleton and the region on 
public health initiatives during 2007. We welcome feedback and _ increased 
participation in programs for the town and region.

ANNUAL REPORT for MIDDLETON 


Rochester District VNA (Your VNA) continues to serve as your home health 
agency providing skilled nursing, rehabilitative therapies, medical social work, 
licensed nursing assistants and supportive services on an intermittent basis 
throughout your community. We are proud to provide you with highly-skilled and 
well-trained clinicians. 


Home health care in southern New Hampshire has seen significant reductions in 
our Medicare reimbursement in 2006 with additional reductions scheduled for 
2007. This is the result of our being removed from the Boston wage market and 
the fact that home care received no market basket adjustment in 2006. Our town 
funding assists in covering about 20% of the losses we incur providing Medicaid, 
HCBC, and support services. The remaining 80% of the deficit was historically 
covered by our Medicare surplus. That surplus is now essentially non-existent. 


As a result of these reductions, we are refocusing our services on those clients 
needing the skilled services of a certified and licensed agency. This will reduce 
certain services that can be provided less expensively by other non-licensed 
agencies. We continue to invest in the education of our staff, ensuring each and 
everyone is prepared with the skills necessary to provide you or your family with 
the care required by the complicated health issues we now see in the home. We 
continue to provide support services through Title XX and Strafford County 
funding along with privately paid services. 


Telehealth has been slow to take hold, but we are making progress and see this 
as an important way to improve outcomes for our patients and as a way to 
prudently reduce the total number of visits. We are well established in the use of 
the electronic chart achieving the following important results: improved clinical 
efficiency and accuracy of documentation, flow of data to appropriate disciplines 
at the time most needed, ease of viewing historical data, improved coordination 
of care, decreased man hours with less manual paper processes and a reduction 
of errors. We have been able to reduce office staff as we have improved in 
utilization of our technology, thus saving dollars. 


Our biggest and most critical challenge is being dependent on the government 
for 85% of our revenue. We are unable to set charges for services. We are 
dependent of what the government pays regardless of the cost to provide the 
care. As such, your continued support of Rochester District Visiting Nurse 
Association (Your VNA) is crucial for us to meet the many health needs in your 
community.
